The celebrities poured into Chicago like 
never before, assembling for Tuesday night’s 
Oprah Winfrey tribute at the United Center 
for what almost definitely was the biggest col- 
lection of A-list stars in the city’s history 
What could possibly compare? Election 
night for Barack Obama? A Michael Jordan- 
era Bulls playoff game? Lollapalooza? The 
Chicago Film Critics Association Awards? 

None of these events boasted the intense 
star wattage of the third- and second-to-last 
“Oprah Winfrey Show” episodes taped Tues- 
day The list included Tom Hanks, Will and 
Jada Pinkett Smith, Usher, Halle Berry, Mi- 
chael Jordan and more. 

The day after their triumph, the folks at 


Winfrey’s Harpo Studios clammed up, refus- 
ing to disclose any of the logistics involved 
in importing so many celebrities and other 
guests to Chicago, all ostensibly without the 
knowledge of the show’s host. 

Celebrity publicists also avoided comment, 
still loath to reveal anything not previously ap- 
proved by Wnfrey The marketing director at 
one of Chicago’s luxury hotels said, “Honestly 
we were just very honored to be part of the fes- 
tivities,” then declined to state on the record 
how the hotel actually was part of the festivities. 

The general picture that emerged from dis- 
cussions with publicists was this: The Harpo 
producers reached out to celebrities who had 
some prior association with the show, the ce- 
lebrities got themselves to Chicago, and the 
show worked with them on arrangements. 
Also, a full rehearsal took place before the 
actual show, though Winfrey did not partici- 
pate, to preserve her sense of surprise.

Chicago police said Robert Spearing, 44, 
was taken to Stroger Hospital on Tuesday 
after reporting that two people beat him 
before stealing his passes to a star-studded 
farewell show that took place later that 
evening at the United Center. 


Spearing originally told police that just 
after 10 a.m., he was standing in the 200 
block of South Wood Street— about a 
block from the United Center— when two 
men in their 20s, one African-American 
and one Hispanic, beat and robbed him. 

Hours later, police said Spearing changed 
his story, later admitting he’d never been at- 
tacked and merely concocted the story so 
he didn’t disappoint his wife because they’d 
traveled from Ontario without tickets. 

Spearing, police said, cut his own fore- 
head with a rock and scraped his hands on 
the sidewalk to mimic injuries from a vio- 
lent street robbery 

Spearing was charged with one count of 
felony disorderly conduct, police said, for 
filing a false police report.

Mayor Emanuel presided over his first 
Chicago City Council meeting Wednes- 
day a two-hour session heavy on ceremo- 
ny and new faces getting to know each 
other. 

The rookie mayor gaveled the meet- 
ing to order on time at lo a.m. New City 
Clerk Susana Mendoza took the roll call, 
the first time a woman has done so in 
council history She also did the honors at 
Monday’s swearing-in ceremony 

Powerful Aid. Edward Burke (14th) 
offered remarks welcoming Emanuel, 
touching on the history of the City Coun- 
cil and its chambers. 

“Today, Mr. President, we’re proud to 
say {this room] is also your home,” Burke 
told Emanuel. 

The council’s longest-serving member 
predicted goodwill is going to character- 
ize Emanuel’s work with aldermen. “We

are confident you bring courage with you 
to this office,” Burke said. “We welcome 
your bold ideas and grand plans.” 

But Burke also alluded to the tough 
times ahead by quoting Tip O’Neill, leg- 
endary former speaker of the U.S. House: 
“It is easier to run for office than to run 
the office.” 

Burke presented Emanuel a gavel on 
behalf of all 50 aldermen. It was inscribed 
with a commemoration of the beginning 
of Emanuel’s administration. 

Emanuel then took the microphone, 
referring to junior ROTC members hon- 


ored earlier in the meeting as reason for 
optimism. The new mayor cited his exec- 
utive orders on ethics as “a down payment 
on change.” 

He congratulated the council for re- 
ducing the number of committees to 16, 
saying that move shows the council isn’t 
immune to change. 

Emanuel then quoted Yogi Berra to il- 
lustrate the confidence with which he 
intends to confront the city’s challenges 
with aldermen’s help: “When you come to 
a fork in the road, take it.” 

All told, there are 18 aldermen who 
weren’t on the council four years ago. 
Thirteen are new, and five just won their 
first city election after being appointed by 
Daley in recent months. 

So the council will look younger, owe 
less to the Cook County Democratic 
Party and, many observers say, be more 
independent-minded.

Although not required by the Eederal 
Aviation Administration, airlines typically 
retire the numbers of flights involved in fa- 
tal crashes, an EAA spokeswoman said. 

United Elight 93 was hijacked en route 
to San Erancisco from Newark, N.J., and 
crashed near ShanksviUe, Pa., killing all 44 
people aboard. United Elight 175, travel- 
ing from Boston to L.A., was hijacked and 
crashed into the south tower of the World 
Trade Center in New Yirk with 65 people 
aboard. 

Though the upcoming flights will be 
operated by Continental Airlines, they 
were given a United flight number under 
a code-share agreement between the two 
airlines. United and Continental merged in 
October. 

Because the numbers were assigned for 
sales of future flights, they did not appear 
on screens at airport check-in counters, de- 
parture/arrivals monitors or gates.

Citywide, fatal shootings were 
recorded in Englewood, Humboldt Park, 
Oakland, South Deering and Washington 
Park in the last week, according to offi- 
cials. Meanwhile, a woman was found 
fatally beaten in South Lawndale in the 
past week, police said. 

There have been 12 homicides so far 
in May, RedEye data shows. Forty-eight 
homicides were recorded in May 2010, 
RedEye determined.

Hacking Androids? 
It’s not very difficuit 


NEW YORK A significant security hole 
has been discovered in Google’s An- 
droid operating system for smartphones, 
which can allow attackers to gain access to 
users’ personal information without their 
permission. 

The flaw, which was discovered by three 
research assistants at Ulm University in 
the southern part of Germany affects ap- 
proximately 97 percent of Android users. 

In a recent blog post, the researchers 
found that users of Android devices run- 
ning versions 2.3.3 below could be 
susceptible to attack when they are con- 
nected to unencrypted Wi-Fi networks. 
Anyone else on that network could gain 
access to, modify or delete Android users’ 
calendars, photos and contacts. 


“It is quite easy” the researchers wrote 
in a blog post. “The implications of this 
vulnerability reach from disclosure to loss 
of personal information.” 

A spokesman for Google said the com- 
pany is aware of this issue, and a fix already 
is in place for the calendar and contacts 
applications in the latest versions of An- 
droid, codenamed “Gingerbread” and 
“Honeycomb.” A solution also is in the 
works for Google’s Picasa photo sharing 
service, he said. 

Only about 3 percent of Android users 
have the latest versions of the operating 
system, but Google said Android users 
running older versions will get a fix “in the 
next few days.” Users don’t need to take 
any action; the patch will roll out globally

Empires say Rolling Stone should wait till next year 


By Matt Pais and Andy Downing 

The bad news: Though they made the final four in 
Rolling Stone’s Choose the Cover contest, Chicago 
rockers Empires aren’t one of the final two acts still 
competing for an Atlantic Records deal and a spot on 
the front of one of the world’s biggest music mags. 

The good news: The contest resulted in the band, 
which has been rising in the city since releasing its un- 
predictable full-length debut “Howl” for free in 2008, 
being flown to New York and the South by Southwest 
festival in Austin, Texas. Most important: According 
to frontmanAVicker Park resident Sean Van Vleet, 28, 


Empires earned countless new fans who sent tweets/ 
Eacebook messages/emails like, “Hey, I heard of you 
guys for the first time through Rolling Stone and I 
can’t stop listening to [you],” or “I have that song on 
repeat right now, and it’s weird because I never do that 
with bands that I don’t know of” 

Van Vleet, in Wheeling working on the quartet’s 
new record he calls “honest garage rock” (note: the 
band hasn’t decided if the album will released for free), 
talked about responding to defeat. Empires’ initial 
hesitation after being approached by Rolling Stone 
and when they’ll grace the mag’s cover anyway

You say the band talked for 20 minutes af- 
ter receiving the call Wednesday that you 
weren’t moving on in the contest. What did 
you say? 

You have that instant feeling like you’ve lost, 
but it was really crazy because right away we 
were kind of like, “You know what, man, that 
was fun. That was cool, and now we know our 
main focus now is the record and it’s not this 
contest.” This contest was a little platform to 
get people into what we do. And that’s really 
all it was. We’ll probably wake up tomorrow be- 
ing like, “Oh, man, we got dumped.” [Laughs.] 
But it’s all right. And I’m actually stoked that 
we were a part of it ... it brought us a ton of 
new fans, which is awesome, and now we have 
more people to release our record to. 

Were you at all conflicted about entering the 
contest? 

Of course. When you hear [the word] “contest” 
you get a little freaked out. With music, that’s 
never even a thought. There’s no contest in 
music. It just doesn’t make sense. That’s more 
of a sport thing. 

What did you view as the potential 
downsides? 


What’s the last album you bought? 

“Nine Types of Light” by TV on the Radio 

Song you’ve listened to on repeat re- 
cently? “Dreams” by Fleetwood Mac 

Song you never want to hear again? 

“Any of our early demos.” 


We’ve been really busy doing our thing, then 
this came along and it was like, “Well, does this 
interfere with us doing our thing?” And I didn’t 
think it had the greatest title. None of us did. It’s 
the Choose the Cover of Rolling Stone contest, 
but it’s also called Do You Wanna Be a Rock ’n’ 
Roll Star? As long as we stay focused on what 
really matters, which is making the best music 
we can, we can keep our heads about us. ... In 
this industry, you can hear a million different 
things from a million different people, so you 
have to go with that idea that nobody really 
knows anything and just follow your gut. And 
that’s sort of what we’re doing. 

Are you getting recognized in public more 
often because of the contest? 

[Laughs.] Not really. We’ve been holed up in a 
studio in Wheeling all this time. There aren’t a 
lot of people running around on the streets out 
here to recognize us. 

So when can we expect to see you on the 
Rolling Stone cover in the future? 

[Laughs.] Well, how long does it take a record 
these days to continue out its cycle? Let’s say 
eight months? Give us a year. 


Best concert you’ve seen in the last year? 

“I saw an in-store with Kurt Vile at Reckless. 
It was awesome.” 

New band you don’t know personally 
that deserves to be big? 

Mutts. “That band trickin’ rules.” 


A year after the new album comes out? 

I feel very, very confident in what we’re going 
to release. I really do. And it’s weird; this is the 
first time the whole band [feels that way]. We’re 
going to have something we feel proud to give 
to people and no disclaimer. In the past as a 
young band you hand something out and you 
have a disclaimer. It’s like, “All right, here it is, 
but this wasn’t done right; I don’t like this song.” 
I don’t think this has any disclaimers. 

So August 2012? 

[Laughs.] August 2012. Let’s shoot for that. How 
’bout that. We gotta build our way to it. But 
we’re going to hit the road, we’re going to do 
our thing. ... Red Eye’s all that matters anyway, 
right? We know we made it when we’re on the 
cover of that. 

Now you’re just telling me what I want to 
hear. 

I’m telling you the truth. Come on, man, 
Chicago-that’s our home.

Black IPAs are beloved for being brilliant 
combinations of earth and roast— that is^ ver- 
dant, pincy hops and rich, black malt. When 
done right, the result is a complex beer oper- 
ating on levels that complement each other, 
rather than compete. Bbck IPAs also beUe 
their hues to be deeply drinkable, with tex- 
tures far lighter than stoats, It^s no wonder 
it seems most breweries have attempted the 
style in the last year. 

As for the controversy, that is rooted sim- 
ply in the name: I low can a beer be both black 
and pale? It’s a fair question, and leads naysay- 
ers to propose other monikers: Cascadian 
dark ale, India black ale, American-style India 
black ale, American black ale. 

llie argument about the name ignores the 
real story: llie black I PA is one of beer’s most 
exciting styles, in part because there are so 
many ways to do them. Some essentially taste 
like IPAs (which, by definition, are heavily 
hopped) and leave the roast primarily for the 


nose. Some lead with the roast and use the 
hops for a layer of complexity. And some bal- 
ance the two in a large, perfect flavor punch. 

I'he black I PA is becoming a brewing fa- 
vorite, T.ook no further than Clown Shoes 
brewery in Ipswich, Mass,, whose very first 
beer to market in December 2009 was— you 
guessed it— a black IPA called I loppy beet. 

“I felt it would be a style that would come 
to prominence,” Clown Shoes founder Gregg 
Berman said. “'I'he hop heads who like bitter 
flavors are happy, but there’s balance from 
the darker malt. It’s hard to pair an IPA with 
a steak, but you can pair a black IPA with a 
steak.” 

As for the category name, he favors “black 
IPA.” “It’s an IPA and then you blacken it,” 
Berman said. “It’s the best description for the 
consumer.”
